Proposed units of the survey 
include more uses for Easteri 
Kentucky coal, the possibilities 
of a chemical industry for the 
area, satellite and related indus¬ 
tries, imports that could be pro¬ 
duced in the area and processing 
of local products. 

Suggested participating agen¬ 
cies are the National Coal Asso¬ 
ciation, the U. S. Bureau of 
Mines, the Kentucky Geological 
Survey, the A. and I. D. Board, 
the U. S. Department of Com¬ 
merce, the Engineering Colleges 
of the Universities of Kentucky

A construction crew moved into 
Morgan county this week to com¬ 
plete the building of lines to the 
Index substation at Liberty Road 
on the new 66,000-volt transmis¬ 
sion line being constructed by the 
Kentucky and West Virginia 
Power Company from Morehead 
to Helechawa. 

The Index substation will serve 
West Liberty, Salyersville and 
surrounding communities which 
now are being served by the 
Paintsville substation. The Index 
station, which is being built on 
the farm of Bill Phillips at Lib¬ 
erty Road, will have a capacity 
of 15,000 kva, transforming power 
from the 66,000-volt transmission 
line down to 12,000 volts. 

The new Morehead-Helechawa 
transmission line will intercon¬ 
nect all three divisions of the 
Kentucky and West Virginia 
Power Company, and should 
eliminate any break in electric 
service in this area. 

Starting at Morehead, the 66,- 
000-volt transmission line comes 
straight across country passing 
via Yocum and crosses Licking 
River near the mouth of Caney 
and then to the Bill Phillips farm 
where the Index substation is be¬ 
ing built. There are three lines 
coming from Morehead and the 
distance to the Index substation 
is 21 miles. The line will be ex¬ 
tended on to Helechawa for a 
total distance of 33 miles, and 
another substation is being built 
at Helechawa to serve the Haz¬ 
ard and Pikeville districts. The 
Morehead substation will serve 
the Ashland district. 

The transmission line already 
has been built from Morehead to 
Licking River and will be built 
on to the Index substation soon, 
according to Robert Enyart, fore¬ 
man of the construction job. 

The substation will be com¬ 
pleted in about three weeks. 
When placed in operation it will 
provide two-way power for West 
Liberty. At present West Lib¬ 
erty’s power comes from Paints¬ 
ville via Salyersville, and the 
heavy load on this line then will 
be alleviated by power coming in 
from the Index substation over 
the new line. If a breakdown oc¬ 
curs on one line, the other can 
be cut in, thus eliminating any 
interruption in power. 

F. E. Phillips of the Pikeville 
district office of the power com¬ 
pany is inspector on the new 
construction.

It appeared that Slater staggered 
several steps before he died in 
front of the next door Sluss Bar¬ 
gain Store. 

The death weapon Tackett 
turned over to arresting officers 
was a new, short-barrelled pock¬ 
et-size .33 calibre revolver. 

Stating that there was conflict¬ 
ing evidence in the shooting. 
Rowan County Attorney Elijah j 
M. Hogg said the key witness is 
a Pepsi-Cola truck driver from 
Maysville who was in the res¬ 
taurant at the time. Since he is 
not connected either with Tackett 
or Slater, Maysville police are 
obtaining his deposition.

FRANKFORT, Ky„ Jan. 7— 
The Department of Economic Se¬ 
curity reported today that Pub¬ 
lic Assistance payments for the 
month of December reached a 
total of $3,341,632—an increase 
of $34,211 over the preceding 
month. 

Old age assistance payments 
accounted for an aggregate of 
$1,968,651 for an average of 
$35.03 for each recipient, Aid to 
Dependent Children accounted for 
$1,281,953 an average of $64.05 
for each family represented, or 
about $18 for each adult and 
child, and $91,028 went, for Aid 
to the Needy Blind, an average 
of $37.12 for each recipient. 

Payments in Morgan county 
were: Old Age Assistance, $15,- 
705; Aid to Dependent Children, 
$13,249; Aid to the Needy Blind, 
$1,368. for a total of $30,322.

Mrs. Maggie Jackson Pieratt, 
83, native of Morgan county and 
former resident of the Caskey 
Fork of Grassy, died in an Ash¬ 
land hospital Monday night of 
bums suffered that afternoon 
when her clothes caught fire at 
the home of her daughter, Mrs. 
June B. Tackett, in Ashland. 

It was believed that her cloth¬ 
ing became ignited from an open 
fireplace in the living room. Mrs. 
Tackett said she had been out¬ 
side the house and that when she 
entered the home at about 3:30 
o’clock, she found her mother ly¬ 
ing on the floor of the smoke- 
filled room. 

Mrs. Pieratt’s clothing had been 
burned but fhe fire was out at 
the time her body was discov¬ 
ered. She was rushed to the 
hospital where she died about 
four hours later. 

Mrs. Pieratt was bom in Mor¬ 
gan county Aug. 28, 1869, and 
had spent most of her life in this 
county. She was a member of 
the Methodist church. 

She was married to the late 
Samuel Henry Jackson and after 
his death married the late Joe 
Pieratt. Since Mr. Pieratt’s death 
she had resided with her chil¬ 
dren and had been in Ashland 
for some time at Mrs. Tackett’s 
home. 

Funeral was conducted in Ash¬ 
land Thursday morning and the 
body was taken to Mt. Sterling 
and interred in the Macphelia 
cemetery.

FLU EPIDEMIC 
SUBSIDES HERE 


The flu epidemic which hit 
Morgan county hard last week is 
beginning to subside, West Lib¬ 
erty doctors reported Thursday. 

The West Liberty Hospital re¬ 
ported nearly as many cases as 
last week, with new cases show¬ 
ing up every day. However, there 
have been relatively few compli¬ 
cations develop among flu vic¬ 
tims. Dr. Ralph Gullett said on 
Thursday the epidemic is begin¬ 
ning to subside and that he be¬ 
lieves there are about two-thirds 
as many cases as last week. W. O. 
Pelfrey, principal of the West 
Liberty school, estimated 100 stu¬ 
dents were absent Thursday as 
compared to 200 last week. 

Relatively few of the flu vic¬ 
tims here have developed serious 
complications. A small percent 
develop bronchitis and pneu¬ 
monia and some have experi¬ 
enced relapses. Many of the 
victims have intestinal complica¬ 
tions along with the disease. 
However, most cases clear up in 
an average of five days, local 
doctors said.

Wildlife Department Will Furnish 
Free Plants For ‘Living Fences’ 


Plants Make Good 
Food & Cover For 
Song Birds, Quail 

To increase food and cover *->r 
game, the Kentucky Departm. .t 
of Fish and Wildlife Resour 
will give lespedeza bicolor, mult - 
flora rose, and other plants to ii. - 
terested farmers in Morgan. 

Multiflora rose will make a ' 
effective living fence in as lKtlc 
as three years, with proper care. 
It is about eight feet high and 
eight feet wide, and does not 
spread into cultivated or grazed 
land. It requires no maintenance 
and is excellent for contour 
fences. To songbirds and small 
game it furnishes food and pro¬ 
tection against enemies. 

Bicolor lespedeza will produce 
enough seed on one-eighth acre 
to winter a covey of quail. (One- 
fourth acre is better, especially 
during unfavorable years like 
1952). Much of the seed will fall 
in January and February, when 


other quail foods are scarce and 
covered with snow. Bicolor will 
not withstand grazing, but will 
grow on very poor soil, and along 
woods borders. 

Other plants include black wal¬ 
nut, Russian olive and Russian 
mulberry, which is a good post 
tree. 

Most of the plants will be dis¬ 
tributed through the Morgan 
County Soil Conservation Dist- 
| trict and Berlyn Brown, techni- 
I cian, will advise on plantings. 

David Adams, Conservation of¬ 
ficer for Morgan county, and 
Harold Barber, district biologist, 
will deliver plants to a central 
location similar to fish deliveries. 
They will also advise farmers on 
where to make plantings and how 
to care for them, or on any other 
problems regarding wildlife. 

Three-fourths of the cost of 
this planting program is paid 
from Ptttman-jlorbertson funds 
administered by the U. S. Fish 
and Wildlife Service from excise 
taxes collected on sporting arms 
and ammunition. 


BURLEY INCOME IS 
UP TO $2,131,871 
HERE THIS WEEK 

Statewide Average 
Drops Lower As All 
But 4 Marts Close 

Morgancounty’s cash income 
from last year’s burley tobacco 
crop has reached a total of $2,- 
131,871.39 on the basis of checks 
clearing through the Commercial 
Bank here up to Thursday morn¬ 
ing. 

That amount was received in a 
total of 3,366 checks clearing 
through the bank this season. At 
the same time last year a total 
of 3,233 checks had cleared for 
a total of $2,233,860.03. 

Last year’s checks totaled 3,340 
and total income was $2,379,000. 

Only a few more checks from 
late sales are expected, and ob¬ 
servers here doubt the county’s 
income will reach more than $2,- 
175,000 this year. 

Both quality and quantity of 
burley offerings in Kentucky dur¬ 
ing the seventh week of sales last 
week were lowest of the season. 
Only 18 million pounds was sold 
and the price average for the week 
was S43.38.

Paul Chatfield says that “poet¬ 
ry is the music of thought, con¬ 
veyed to us in the music of 
language.” Walter Dingus of 249 
McGuire Lane, Reading, Ohio 
conveys some of the music of 
thought and language to us in the 
following poem which he com¬ 
posed when he was a member of 
the U. S. Navy. 

A SAILOR’S DREAM 

It’s a perfect night for dream¬ 
ing; 

The silvery moon is high. 

The Southern Cross is gleam¬ 
ing 

Where the water meets the 
sky. 

A southern breeze is playing— 

Bouncing off the rippling 
waves, 

While I listen to its whisper 

In its murmuring sort of way. 

And its song sets me to dream¬ 
ing 

Of blue eyes and curley hair.

As you breathe a silent pray¬ 
er.

loved one. Look for this device 
in poems you read in magazines 
and books. Try it sometime in 
your own writing. First paint a I 
picture, an objective picture in 
Nature. Let your words contain 
the color and beauty you are 
trying to describe. Then, after 
you have painted this word pic¬ 
ture, draw in your human char¬ 
acters and let the picture be the 
background against which some 
personal human drama is en¬ 
acted. 

There are perhaps some things 
in Mr. Dongus’ poem that would 
bear revision. The rhyme, for ’ 
example, is not correct in the 
following: “waves-way,” “rest- i 
death,” and “return-won,” but 
even this does not take the music 
from the poem.

X believe with Joseph Joubert ’ 
that “the greatest poem is not i 
that which is most skillfully con- 1 
structed, but that in which there 1 
is the most poetry.” .

Take Sail Samples 

Samples of soil for laboratory 
tests should be taken the first 
minute the ground is dry enough 
to plow. Unless it is this dry it 
cannot be mixed satisfactorily. An 
augur of y 4 to 1V< inches diame¬ 
ter is the best tool with which to 
take a sample. Proceed as fol¬ 
lows: Take 12 borings in each 
patch or field. At each spot bore 
down about seven inches. Pull 
the augur straight up, being care¬ 
ful to save all the dirt that is on 
the augur. Work the dirt off the 
augur with your fingers into a 
bucket. Put all twelve borings 
into the same bucket. Stir the 
dirt real well. Take one-half 
pint from the bucket and put it 
into a paper bag. This is your 
sample for testing. Write on it 
your name and the location of 
the field. Bring the sample to the 
county agent’s office. Do not 
send it by someone else as we 
must ask you some questions 
about it. There will very prob¬ 
ably be a charge of 75 cents per 
sample for the test.
